“The solar plexus is a second vulner­ 
able point. It is the central spot, about 
the size of a half dollar, where the 
breastbone separates in a V shape and 
the rib* start, at the top of the abdo­ 
men. 
“A solid blow there will not only 
knock the breath out of a man, but 
will make him collapse. 
“Resides the Jaw and solar plexus, 
there is another vulnerable spot that is 
little played for. This is the liver. It 
Is below the ribs and Just above the 
hips on the right side. W hen you lead 
for the jaw and your opponent guards, 
throwing your glove outward, bring 
your glove around in the same direc­ 
tion he has started it In a semicircle, 
opening and stiffening the band as yon 
do so, and land on the liver with the 
heel of the glove. 
"In boxing friendly bouts never try. 
except with light blows, to reach these 
vital points. Remember boxing among 
friends should be an exercise and a

The first ethical ideal which it seems to me would be wise for 
us, even from the point of view of the stock exchanges, to guard 
most zealously just now is that of peace on earth and good will to 
men. 
If fighting and killing are to lie encouraged, if those who 
indulge in them are to be specially honored and if oppression of 
the weak is to he cherished, it will be difficult to prevent the class 
of the discontented from familiarizing themselves too thoroughly 
with fighting and killing and from learning to cherish in their hearts 
a desire to oppress their weaker but more wealthy fellow citizens. 
It is quite possible there may also be great commercial value for 
us at the present time in the ethical ideal that all men are born 
equal and equally entitled to life, liberty and the pursuit of hap­ 
piness. 
We are told that the exigencies of modem business and modem 
trade require a wholly different ideal to be set before the new cen­ 
tury ; that our personal duty is to conquer any weaker people whose 
territory we covet and to subject them to such government as in 
our opinion will best promote our profit and their welfare. 
There is still another ethical ideal which may soon prove to be 


o f very great commercial value in American politics—the ideal of 
the citizen, whether in or out of office, exhibiting moral courage in 
dealing with important public questions. 
As one example take our attitude toward the corrupt use of 
money in our elections and in our representative bodies.

If fighting and killing are to be encouraged, if those who 
indulge in them are to be specially honored and if oppression of 
the weak is to be cherished, it will be difficult to prevent the class 
of the discontented from familiarizing themselves too thoroughly 
with fighting and killing and from learning to cherish in their hearts 
a desire to oppress their weaker but more wealthy fellow citizens. 
It is quite possible there may also be great commercial value for 
us at the present time in the ethical ideal that all men are born 
equal and equally entitled to life, liberty and the pursuit of hap­ 
piness. 
We are told that the exigencies of modern business and modern 
trade require a wholly different ideal to be set before the new cen­ 
tury ; that our personal duty is to conquer any weaker people whose 
territory we covet and to subject! them to such government as in 
our opinion will best promote our profit and their welfare. 
There is still another ethical ideal which may soon prove to be 
of very great commercial value in American politics—the ideal of 
the citizen, whether in or out of office, exhibiting moral courage in 
dealing with important public questions.

There is alxmt as much sport In 
catching the big sunfish as in lifting 
out the crappie if 3*011 can get the 
former in one of its savage moods. 
Pelker is a great grafter on sunfish. 
He has got a dozen different kinds of 
bait, but be says that It Is all nonsense 
to trouble about digging worms. He 
declares that beef run through a ham­ 
burg steak grinder Is Just the proper 
caper for the sunfish at Creve Coeur 
lake. The tougher the beef the better, 
as It will cut in long strips like angle­ 
worms. 
"When the sunfish are biting right 
smart. It Is about all that I can do to be 
kept in the simp,” said Peiker. “I be­ 
lieve me and the sunfish are the most 
cheering things out. Do you know, I 
have noticed old time fishermen at 
Breese’s lake wading around in the 
shallow water, where the sunfish are 
found at spawning time, as carefully 
as lf they were fishing for trout. Now, 
It Is different with me when I go out 
with my hamburg steak to feed tile 
golden bellied beauties on. I just tie 
the line to each log of my boots, take a 
little short rod in my hand and stride 
‘ j into tile water and go nhead. On the 
bootleg lines I use red flies. Why, the 
sunfish come up and get stuck on my 
fly hooks three or four at a time. That’s 
the way to catch a mess of fish in a 
few hours. 
“I can catch crappie with crawfish 
tails to beat the band if I cannot get 
minnows. Crickets are great sunfish 
and bass bait, while the katydids will 
make a crappie leave its bed at mid­ 
night. Just let your book sing once 
with a green katy on, and if there 
is 
a crappie 
within 
a radius 
of 
To-1 IO or lo 
feet 
it 
will come 
like 
a hound at a coursing match. 
If 
you get no bite, you can pull your 
freight up a few car lengths and try a 
new place. I caught all those big crap­ 
pie last week with craw tails. I could 
get no minnows for love or money, so 
I chased up some crawfish aud went 
In to win. When It comes to catfish 
bait, just try tripe. It is tough and 
cannot be pulled off the hook easily.”— *

A Forgotten Centas. 
The history of wireless telegraphy 
would uot be complete without some 
mention of Joseph Henry, America’s 
greatest scientist, for it was he who 
first, iu JS42. discovered the oscillatory 
character of certain electric discharges 
and who showed that these oscillations 
produced disturbances which could by 
suitable receivers l>e detected at dis­ 
tances of many rods and through in­ 
tervening buildings, writes Professor 
Joseph Antes in The Review of Re­ 
views. He even arranged an apparatus 
on this principle to respond to the 
lightning discharges of distant storms. 
The great genius of Henry was never 
more apparent than in Ilia investiga­ 
tion of electrical discharges and their 
oscillatory nature. It is a lasting tes­ 
timony to the Ignorance among Ameri­ 
cans of their own great men that tile 
name of Joseph Henry was not includ­ 
ed In the first 50 selected for the Hall 
of Fame of the nation.
